PRESIDIO, Tex, Dec, 9.—The 
big bullion train which has been on 
the way from Parral, Mex,, for the 
last two weeks, reached Ojiniga late 
yesterday, It is expected to land safe- 
ly in a few hours on the American side 
of the Rio Grande, There are sixteen 
wagons in the train, each drawn by 
sixteen mules, two hundred additional

W- J. Bryan have so often advocated 
with oratorical vehemence. 

“A more fruitful source of endless 
dissension between the United States 
and other countries with legitimate 
commercial aspirations in Central and 
South America can hardly be imag- 
ined. 

“This latest development of the 
American policy as enunciated, does 
not harmonize with the principle of 
equality of commercial opportunity 
which all civilized countries have 
adopted in regard to the development 
of countries in which there is a field 
for business enterprises. : 

“The attempt to curtail legitimate 
British enterprises in Central and 
South American countries which the 
ambassadorial statement of policy ap- 
pears to indicate, would inevitably ex- 
cite just resentment in this country.”

WHY TAX EGGS 


A good instance of the injustice of 
the present system of taxing food is 
furnished’ by the egg market. There 
is a duty of three cents a dozen on 
eggs, presumably to help the Cana- 
dian hen to overcome the severe cli- 
mate that shuts off her- winter activ- 
ities. In Montreal this week there 
was agitation because strictly fresh 
eggs were being sold around 60 cents 
a dozen, with the probability that 
they would go up to 75 cents before 
the winter was over. 

In reply to public clamor, the lead- 
ing egg brokers took stock of the po- 
sition and issued a statement. This 
showed that there were only 31,796 
cases of eggs in storage at Montreal; 
that the average consumption for 
Montreal was 7,000 cases a week, and 
the first Canadian supplies of eggs 
could not be expected until March Ist 
next. That is, the present supply will 
be exhausted under normal conditions 
by January Ist, and between that date 
and. March Ist every egg eaten in 
Montreal will have to be imported, 
probably from the southern States, 
where the milder climate encourages 
cheap egg production,

No such record is apparent in Cana-|- 
dian trade with Great Britain. For 
years before the, Liberal government 
came to power ‘{mports from the 
Mother Country had steadily declined. 
In 1896 duty amounting to $7,358,514 
was collected’on imports from Great 
Britain of $32,979,742. The Fielding 
tariff and the British preference soon 
changed this. Decreases stopped, and 
by 1911 duty amounting to $20,756,810 
was collected on British importations 
valued at $109,936,462. There has been 
a slight increase since 1911, but noth- 
ing comparable to the States. Last 
year our imports from Great Britain 
amounted to $138,761,568, on which 
duty to the extent of $27,128,908 was 
collected. ; 

The total duty collected by ‘the 
Liberal government in 1897 at the 
close of its first year was $19,891,996. 
This had grown to $73,312,367 by 1911, 
the close of its last year—duties col- 
lected on imports less than quad- 
rupling in 15 years. Immediately on 
the coming to power of the Conservy- 
government there was a_ tre- 
mendous increase in duties, collec- 
tions growing to $87,576,036 in 1912 
and no less than $115,063,687 in 1913,

A FIGHTING RACE.

Somaliland, the scene of this gevere 
reverse, is an arid waste dividec up 
between Great Britain, Italy, France, 
and Abyssinia, The present Somalt 
leoples are posscased of no general 
type and their physical characteristics 
vary covsiderably, showing signs of 
interbreeding with Arabs, Abyssinians 
and negroes. They are a race of mag- 
nificent physique, (all, active, and ro- 
bust. Negro blood {# shown in: their 
frequently black complexions and 
wooly hair, The Somali are a fight- 
ing race. All go armed with spear, 
shield, and short sword, as well as a 
| gun, when it is obtainable. During the 
rains incessant intertribal lootings of 
ca‘tle take place. Among” certa:n 
tribes those who have killed a man 
have the right to wear an ostrich fea- 
ther in thelr hair. Somaliland was 
one of the last ‘reacts of Africa to be 
explored by Europeahs. The occupa- 
{lon of Aden by the British in 1809 
provcd the starting poini In the open- 
ing up of the country, Aden being the 
chief port with which the Somali of 
the opposite coast ..aded. The Brit- 
ish Somaliland rrotectorate extends 
along the Gulf of * ten for about 400 
miles, and atretches inland (to a 
breadth varying from 80 to 200 miles. 
About 50,000 people are settled in the 
jcoast t-wns; the rest are nomade, who 
}are almost constantly giving troublew 
The British connection with the Som- 
all coast dates from the @arly years 
of the last century, but British auth- 
o ity was not d finitely established, 
and {n 1854 Richard Burton's expedi- 
tion was attacked at Berbera. In 
1874 the ambition of Ismail Pasha, 
Khedive of Egypt, led him to occupy 
the posts of Tajura, Berbera and Bul- 
har, as well as Harrar in the hinter- 
land. Ten years later, In consequence 
of the revolt of the Mahdi in the 
Egyptia: Soudan the Khedivial gar- 
risons were withdrawn. Thereupon, 
Great Britain, partly to secure the 
route to the.East via the Suez Canal, 
occupled Zaila, Berbera and Bulbar, 
officials being sent from Aden to gov- 
ern the posts. Treaties guarantecing 
British protection were concluded 
with various Somali tribes, and the 
boundaries of the protectorate were 
defined by agreements with Irance, 
Italy, and Abyssinia. In 1899 Mo- 
hammed bin Abdullah, popularly 
known as the Mad Mullah, first came 
upon the scene. He had made sev- 
eral pilgrimages to Mecca, where he 
jhad attached himself to a sect which 
enjoined strict observance of the te- 
nets of Islam, and placed anu inter- 
dict on the use of the leaves of the 
kat plant, much sought after by, the 
}coast Arabs and Somali for their stim- 
ulating and intoxicating properties. 
At first the Mullah’s influence was 
exerted for good, and he kept the 


tribes oyer whom he had control at 
peace. Accredited with the possession 


of supernatural powers, he gathered 
around him a strong following. In 
the next few years Britain suffered 
several disastrous reverses and during 
th> first months of 1910 the advanced 
posts were withdrawn und the SUrit- 
ish administration confined to the 
coast towns. In support of this dect- 
sion it was urged that it was no guod 
pursuing people whom it was !mpossi- 
ble to catch, that the isolated posts 
{n the Interlor had not been able to 
protect the frlendly tribes, and that 
the semi-desert nature of the country 
did not justify any attempt at ccono- 
mic developme rt.

| WHY SCOTSMEN SUCCEED. ~ 


H leged as a Reason. 

,. Harold Spender, in a recent Lon- 
don News says: 

| ‘The vivid pen picture of English» 
private schools given to the House cf | 
Commons by the Minister of Educa- | 
;tion have come ap a shock, Dothe- | 
boy Hall, it seems, still flourishes in | 
our midst, and the work of Dickens | 
réquires to be done over. again. 

Matthew Arnold pointed this out 
with all his power a generation ago, 
and the story has been since repeated 
by many brilliant writers and critics, 
But the English people are deaf, and 
in hundreds of cases parents prefer to 
send their children to these schools 
even when there aré tbe very, best free 
public seliools round the corner. Bad 
education seems somehow always to 
consort with “gentility.” 

But tiow certain remarkable signs 
are appearing. The boys from the 
eouncil schools, profiting by a thor 
ough training at the most impression- 
able years, are invading our secon- 
dury schools and universities, and 
compelling the middle classes to look 
the facts in the face. The other day 
ten counct] school boys appeared as 
; Wranglers at Cambridge. I am inform- 
ed that in many of the secondary 
schools of the L.C.C. winners of schol- 
arships often rapidly take the lead 
{of the middle-class children. 

At the universities the public | 
schools still keep an iron hand over 
|} th> sports, but ia matters of educa- | 
tion they are often beaten by boys 
from the grammar schools and the | 
council schools. It 1s clear that a | 
great crisis in education !s approach- | 
ing. The middle-class parent will 
have to wake up if he and his off- 
spring are to avold defeat in the | 
struggle. A uitional comparison ~ - | 
veals the same facts. In secondary | 
education England !s far behind both 
Scotland and Wales. The higher edu- 
ceiton of Scotland, stimulated by the 
great boon of the Carnegie Trust, is 
moving steadily forward both in the 
schools and in the universities. 

The result is seen by the fact that 
the urhappy English boy, though 
born of a stock certainly not less gift- 
ed, is too often beaten by the Scots 
boy in the competition for all the 
higher offices and posts, Loth of learn- 
ing and business. The attitude of the 
middle class in England is, indeed, 
one that exceeds onder. ‘They pay 
the education rate, but {n nine cases 
out of ten they refuge to avail them- 
selves of it. They actually pay in 
order that their children should re- 
ceive a far worse education than the 
working classes receive without pay- 
ing another penny. 

Exhausted with the expense of pay- 
ing for bad schooling they often find 
themselves, at the critical moment, 
unable to start their children in life. 
Thus they lose the one great financial 
handicap that they bave over their 
working-class competitors. Mean- 
while, these parents are too ofien un- 
necessarily obsessed with the middle- 
class habit of sending their children 
away from home—a habit produced 
by the lack of gcod secondary schools 
‘venly distributed throughout the 
country. By sencing their children 
away they lose control over their lives 
and they sacrifice all influence over 
their characters. 

And then they are surprised to find 
{hat at the age when life is opening 
{o their children they have lost all 
parental control, and have not even 
obtained any superior educational 
value.

Str Oliver Lodge bas been a close 
and skeptical student of psychical 
phenomena for many years, and after 
long and patient observance of the 
famous Italian psychic, Musapia Pal- 
ladino, was forced io admit that “any 
person without invincible prejudice, 
who had the same experiences, would 
come to the same broad conclusion, 
namely, that things heretofore held 
impossible do actually oceur. . . The 
result of my experience is (o von- 
vince me that certain phenomena con- 
sidered supernatural do belong to 
the order of nature." 

It is evident that the world is svon 
to witness the promulgation of anoth- 
er accession to the natural laws which 
govern its place in the universe, and 
one likely to arouse spirited religious 
and sclentific discussion.

NGRLTURNL CONOITONS 
THROUGHOUT CARAD 


OTTAWA—The Census and Sta- 
tistics Office has issued today the 
usual bulletin upon agricultural con- 
ditions throughout Canada as report- 
ed by correspondents at the end of 
October. The report gives estimates 
of the areas, yields and values of 
root and fodder crops, of the area 
sown to fall wheat for next year’s 
harvest, of the proportions of plough- 
ing completed this fall and of the 
acreage summer fallowed in 1913. 

The total area under root and fod- 
der crops (potatoes, turnips, man- 
golds, ete, hay and clover, alfalfa, 
fodder corn and sugar beets) is placed 
at 8,693,000 acres, and the total value 
of the products from this aréa -at 
$187,399,100. The estimated total 
yields and values of these crops are: 
potatoes, 76,720,00 bushels, value $37,- 
379,000; turnips and other roots, 73,- 
090,000 bushels, value $20,103,000; hay 
and clover 10,050,000 tons, value $114,- 
789,000; fodder corn 2,436,300 tons, 
valte $11,273,500; alfalfa 251,700 tons, 
valtte $2,895,600, and sugar beets 161,- 
000 tons, value $959,000, These fig- 
ures are provisional, as finally ¢or- 
rected returns, based on the census of 
1911, will be available for publication 
at the end of the year, The average 
yields per acre for the Dominion are 
reported as 165.85 bushels for potatoes 
as compared with 172.19 bushels last 
year, 354.12. bushels for turnips and 
other roots as compared with 402.51, 
1,32 ton for hay and clover as com- 
pared with 1,47 ton, 8.64 tons for fod- 
der corn as compared with 10,25, and 
2.44 tons for alfalfa as compared with 
2,79. It will be recalled that last 
year's wet season was especially fa- 
vorable for roots and fodder crops, 

In quality all these crops are 
marked as about 90 or above 90 per 
cent of the standard, excepting fod- 
der corn, which is 85. 

The potato yield is ‘highest i in, New 
Brunswick, 244 bushels, and lowest in. 
Ontario, no bushels, ‘The area. 8 
timated to be sown to fall wheat. or 
the erop of octane ine te 
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is grown, remains practically station- 
ary, the estimated total reduction be- 
ing only 2,000 acres from 696,000 
acres. There is a diminution of 1,100 
acres in the two provinces of Mani» 
toba and. British Columbia, offset by 
an increase of 6,000 acres, making 
78,000 acres in Saskatchewan. The 
bulk, of the reduction is therefore in 
Alberta, where the acreage is esti- 
mated as 229,000 as against 312,000, or 
a decrease of 83,000 acres—nearly 27 
per cent. Correspondents attribute 
this decrease to the excessive amount 
of winter killing of fall wheat during 
the last three years, in consequence of 
which many farmers have given up 
this crop altogether, The condition 
of fall wheat for all Cattada averages 
93.47 per cent of a standard, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan showing the 
best condition with 95 and 96 points 
respectively, 

The percentage of fall ploughing 
completed compares well with last 
year, when, however, the conditions 
were exceptionally unfavorable. The 
percentage ranges from the lowest 
of 30 in Saskatchewan to the highest 
of 70 in Quebec. {In Manitoba and 
Alberta the respective percentages are 
58 compared with 27 last year, and 
44 compared with 24, 

As compared with 1912 all the 
provinces devoted a smaller area to 
summer fallowing excepting Prince 
Edward Island and the three North- 
west provinces, where the increased 
percentages are from 2 to 5,
